I don’t even know where to start with this 
one. First off, you just simply don’t see original series first charter tens in this condition. PCGS calls it about uncirculated 58 PPQ. We had the note raw and 
didn’t see any folds, and we still can’t see any folds through the holder. This happens to be the only 409a that PCGS has listed in their population report. PMG 
doesn’t even have a category for the 409a, which is in fact a relatively new classification that applies to original series tens without a charter number but with 
red serial numbers. So if you are collecting by type or by Friedberg number, you will have an extremely difficult time finding a better example than what we 
are offering here. With that said, the most exciting thing about this note has yet to be mentioned. It is a serial number one! We know that this note was is¬ 
sued early in 1864. It dates to the same time period as some of the most illustrious and important banknotes in all of numismatics. There are only nine serial 
number one original series tens known to exist from all banks in the country combined. One of those is extremely low grade, and three haven’t been seen 
since the Grinnell auction in 1946. A note like this has not been offered for sale in the modern post-2000 market. The note is estimated at a price that should 
be very attractive even at the high end and beyond.

Athena, today a town of 1,100 people, was originally a stage coach stop between the early Pacific Northwest towns of Walla Walla, WA and Pendleton, OR. The First National Bank 
of Athena opened in 1891 and it survived throughout the national currency era and would be the only issuer for the town. Despite its longevity, I guess the bank never had much 
demand for paper money. Today the large count stands at two 1882 blue seals and, with this addition, three 1902 blue seals. The example here actually has really strong paper, it has 
just picked up some margin splits over the years. The other two 1902 blue seals are in similar grades and have never sold for less than $3,000.

Red seals from South Carolina have for many years been some of the most closely guarded rarities in the world of national banknotes. Since 1997, only two 
have sold at auction. A VF from a common Greenville bank sold for $86,250 in 2002. And a fine from an even more common Charleston bank sold for 
$15,250 at the 2013 ANA auction. The note we are offering just surfaced in eastern North Carolina and has made its way to our auction. It is on the lower 
end of the VF spectrum. It has light pen signatures of Gilbert Milo Berry and Edwin Wales Robertson. GM Berry would later break from The National Loan 
& Exchange Bank to open and become the president of The Columbia National Bank. EW Robertson left the bank in 1926 and passed control to his son, TJ 
Robertson, who became the bank’s second president. By title, the story of The National Loan & Exchange Bank of Columbia begins in 1886 when it opened 
as a state bank in South Carolina’s capital city. However, the actual history of The Loan & Exchange Bank begins in 1871 when The Central National Bank of 
Columbia was chartered. The Central National Bank was Columbia’s second national bank. In 1892 The Canal Dime Savings Bank was opened and it was the 
direct successor of The Central National Bank. In 1903 The Canal Dime Savings Bank purchased The Loan & Exchange Bank, nationalized, and became The 
National Loan & Exchange Bank of Columbia. This proud and very important banking institution went into receivership in 1933 during The Great Depres¬ 
sion. There is another red seal known from this charter; it is a ten. If memory serves, it was in three pieces when it walked into a coin show many years ago. 
Of course the five dollar note here is in a far nicer condition and it has had absolutely no restoration. This marks the first time any collector has ever had a 
chance to buy a state capitol red seal from the Palmetto state. The opening bid is $7,500 with no reserve. The Kelly value on this note is $15,000 in fine condi¬ 
tion. That could very well end up being just the starting point of the action when this one sells.

To put the rarity of this note into perspective, please consider these population numbers of first 
charter territorial fives: Arizona-3, Colorado-33, Idaho-1, Montana-12, New Mexico-8, Dakota-11, Washington-3, Wyoming-6, Nebraska-0. I don’t think 
anyone would argue that this same type of note from Arizona, Idaho, Nebraska, or Washington would be a six figure rarity. Yes, territorials are in general 
scarcer from the four previously mentioned states, but good Utah territorials are rarely available for sale. In fact, all things considered, this is likely one of 
the ten best nationals known from Utah. This note was discovered in South Central Idaho just weeks ago where it had been in the same family as long as 
they could remember. It’s not a stretch to imagine this note migrated from Salt Lake City with the waves of Mormon pioneers that settled the area around 
Rigby, Idaho in the late 19th century. I would say I am sure that this note could tell some stories. However, based on its condition, I would say this note 
didn’t spend much time in commerce before being tucked away. The note is a much better than average VF, with strong paper and perfect signatures. For 
the sake of completeness we will mention a thin three point punch in the note this is about l/16th of an inch wide and is only noticed when held to the 
light. Otherwise the note is free of pinholes and repairs.

The First National Bank of Beckley opened in 1903 and closed in 1907. If you know your national banknotes, then you will instantly recognize that as a red 
seal only bank. 1902 red seals were issued between March 1902 and December 1908. For a bank to be a “red seal only bank” it had to open and close between 
that threshold. Banknotes from red seal only banks typically represent some of the rarest and most desirable banknotes that could possibly exist for a state. 

Of course very few banks were so poorly managed or so thinly capitalized that they would only be in business for such a short period of time. However, Beck- 
leys first attempt at national banking must not have been satisfactory, because it appears that this bank liquidated in August of 1907. It only managed to issue 
521 sheets of currency. This note is #513. I am not sure of the story as to why this note survived. However, based on the late serial number and the superb 
condition, I would guess that a bank officer saw the proverbial writing on the wall and tucked this away as a souvenir of “that time I was in banking.” If you 
care about rarity, statistics, and eye appeal, then I cant imagine ever having a chance at a note from West Virginia that checks all of those boxes like this note 
does. PMG has graded it an AU 55, thus making it the standout of the paltry three survivors for the bank. With a Kelly premium of $15,000 in fine condition, 
this peach should exceed the estimate here, and if it doesn’t then someone got a bargain.
